To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hit chin  Urban  District  Council 
MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

The  population  of  Hitchin  again  increased  during  1972  largely 
due  to  movement  into  the  town.  The  birth  rate  was  higher  than  the 
remainder  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  county  as  a whole. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  - deaths  under  1 year  per  thousand 
population  - dropped  considerably  and  this  year  was  well  below  that  of 
the  county  as  a whole  and  the  remainder  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  increased  very 
slightly  on  the  previous  year  but  the  death  rate  itself  was  lower  than  the 
rest  of  England  and  Wales,  and  slightly  lower  than  the  remainder  of  the 
county.  The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  again  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  but  again  a slight  increase  was  shown  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  compared  with  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  occurred 
from  tuberculosis. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease  and  the 
public  health  of  Hitchin  is  most  satisfactory. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  public  health  and 
health  and  welfare  staff  in  Hitchin  Urban,  including  those  concerned  with 
administration,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  durihg  the  year.

Hitchin  obtains  its  water  from  piped  supplies  controlled 
by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company.  Water  is  obtained  from  four 
wells:  (1)  Temple  End,  Charlton,  (2)  Wellhead,  (3)  Oughton 

Head,  and  (4)  Offley  Bottom.  The  latter  two  are  situated  in 
the  rural  district  just  outside  the  urban  boundary.  An 
adequate  supply  was  maintained  from  the  above  sources  and  no 
restrictions  were  necessary  during  the  year.  The  water  is 
satisfactory  in  quality.  One  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
bacteriological  and  five  chemical  samples  of  the  water 
supplied  in  the  district  were  taken  during  the  year  and  ex- 
amined at  the  Company's  own  laboratory.  All  the  samples 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  water  from  the  wells  is 
hard  and,  therefore,  no  trouble  is  experienced  due  to  plumbo- 
solvency.  No  fluoridation  is  carried  out  to  the  water 
supplies. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  with  water  from 
public  mains  direct  into  the  house  is  9,378  serving 
approximately  29,065  persons. 

In  the  case  of  fifteen  houses  the  water  supply  is 
provided  outside  the  house  in  an  outbuilding. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Extensions  to  the  soil  sewers  were  carried  out  on  the 
Fairview  Estate  and  in  Walsh  Close,  Oughton  Head  Lane  and 
Eynsford  Court.  During  the  year  storm  water  sewers  in  Brand 
Street ,Wygiondldy  Road  and  Old  Hale  Way  were  renewed. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  action  required  by  this  department. 

5.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  provided  with  waterclosets 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewers,  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  number  of  houses  which  discharge  to  cesspools.  There 
are  a few  outlying  premises  provided  with  dry  closets. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing-Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  to  become  a function  of  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  on  April  1st  197^«  Because  in 
the  near  future  refuse  disposal  points  may  be  outside  Hitchin 
it  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  gradually  replace  three 
open  lorries,  used  for  paper  sack  collection,  by  three  purpose 
made  refuse  vehicles.  A second  refuse  vehicle  was  obtained 
during  the  year  and  the  third  will  be  purchased  in  1973* 

In  accordance  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  the 
Council  have  designated  the  Refuse  Tip,  Wallace  Way,  as  the 
place  where  persons  may  tip  refuse,  other  than  business 
refuse,  free  of  charge. 

The  Council  also  undertake  the  collection  of  bulky 
items  of  household  refuse,  and  one  vehicle  and  driver  are 
employed  almost  full  time  on  this  service.

During;  1972  one  caravan  site  with  otandings  for  ten 
caravans  closed  aowri.  At  the  end  of  the  year  seven  licences 
were  in  force  authorising  the  use  of  land  as  sites  for 
seventy -six  caravans, 

(v)  Clean  Air 

Six  notifications  of  new  boiler  installations  were 
received  during  the  year.  Five  of  the  installations  were  for 
space  heating  of  shops,  warehouses  and  offices  and  the  other 
to  produce  process  steam  for  a dry  cleaning  establishment. 

All  the  installations  were  small,  not  exceeding  one  and  a half 
million  B.T.U's.  No  special  provisions  or  requirements  were 
necessary  regarding  the  heights  of  chimneys  serving  boilers. 

Numerous  complaints  were  again  received  concerning  the 
burning  of  garden  refuse  and  factory  wastes  in  the  open  air, 
giving  rise  to  nuisance.  These  complaints  tend  to  take  up 
inspectors*  time,  and  I feel  as  the  general  public  becomes 
more  environmentally  conscious  the  numbers  of  complaints 
will  increase. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  five  swimming  baths  in  the  district: 

(a)  a public  open-air  swimming  batht  maintained  by 
the  Council,  comprising  a large  pool  and  a 
smaller  pool  designed  for  children, 

(b)  A private  open-air  swimming  pool  at  the  Girls' 

Grammar  School ; and 

(c)  three  parent/teacher  association  open-air  pools  at 
Purwell  Primary  School,  St.  Andrew's  Primary  School 
and  Oughton  Head  Junior  School. 

Twenty  samples  of  water  in  the  two  pools  at  the 
Council ' s baths  were  taken  and  all  were  reported  upon  as 
satisfactory. 

The  two  pools  at  the  public  baths  are  filled  from  a 
main  water  supply  and  the  water  is  heated  to  a temperature 
of  70°F,  It  is  continuously  circulated  and  purified  by 
pressure  sand  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  filtration  plant 
has  a turnover  period  of  about  four  hours. 

The  County  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  sampling 
the  pool  water  at  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools. 

( vi i ) Inspection  of  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  registered  in  Hitchin. 


(viii)  Noise  abatement 


This  is  another  field  in  which  public  consciousness 
bf  and  concern  for  the  environment  in  which  they  live  is 
growing.  Complaints  are  now  made  to  the  department  of 
noise  which  would  have  been  unheeded  a decade  ago. 

In  all  some  twenty  complaints  were  made  concerning  noise 
from  six  industrial  premises. 

All  six  were  considered  to  be  giving  rise  to  nuisance 
and  in  five  of  the  cases  an  informal  approach  to  the 
respective  managements  resulted  in  action  being  taken  to 
abate  the  nuisances.  This  was  carried  out  either  by  re- 
siting or  insulating  the  offending  equipment. 

The  sixth  case  was  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report. 
In  this  case  acoustic  consultants  were  engaged.  Their 
recommendations  were  received  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  were  largely  implemented.  Due  to  delays  in  securing 
special  equipment  it  was  late  Autumn  before  the  works  were 
completed.  As  complaints  of  noise  from  this  source  generally 
occur  during  the  summer  it  will  be  next  year  before  it  is 
known  how  effective  the  works  have  been. 

A number  of  complaints  were  also  made  regarding  noise 
from  pneumatic  drills  and  compressors  used  in  road  works 
and  building  operations.  A reduction  in  noise  level  is 
obtained  by  the  use  of  mufflers  but  even  so  the  noise  level 
from  these  appliances  is  still  considerable.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Milk  Supply 

In  accordance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  three 
premises  are  registered  as  dairies.  One  of  the  dairies  carries 
out  the  pasteurising  and  bottling  of  milk  using  the  H.T.S.T. 
method  of  pasteurisation.  The  two  remaining  dairies  are  used 
as  milk  stores.  There  are  also  four  distributors  of  milk 
registered  under  the  Regulations.  Inspections  of  the  fore- 
going dairies  were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  fifteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  with  the  following 
results,  the  majority  being  bottled  milk  taken  in  course  of 
delivery  to  the  consumer.

(c)  Imported  Food  Regulations  1968 


Where  imported  food  is  unloaded  in  the  district  of  a port  health 
or  local  authority^ and  it  is  considered  that  any  examination  of  the 
food  for  the  purposes  of  the  above  regulations  should  be  deferred 
until  the  food  reaches  a specified  place  of  destination  in  England 
or  Wales^the  authority  is  required  to  notify  the  receiving  authority 
that  the  food  has  not  been  examined  under  the  regulations  at  the 
port  of  entry.  The  receiving  authority  then  becomes  responsible  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  regulations  in  relation  to  that  food. 

During  the  year  notifications  were  received  from  port  health 
authorities  that  261  containers  of  meat  (country  of  origin  Eire) 
were  to  be  delivered  to  Stuart  Meats  Ltd.,  Hitchin.  The  contents 
of  these  containers  comprising  the  following  were  examined  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations.

Six  hundred  and  ninety-five  pound  of  pork  were  surrendered 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

(d)  Food  Complaints 

During  the  year  the  department  received  nineteen  complaints 
in  respect  of  various  foodstuffs.  Seventeen  investigations  were 
carried  out  to  determine  the  source  of  and  ascertain  the  reasons 
for  the  complaints  and  to  ensure  that  all  necessary  steps  were 
taken  by  the  firms  concerned  to  prevent  any  recurrence.

(g)  Kitchen  Utensils  - Bacteriological  Swabs 

During  1972  visits  were  made  to  food  preparing 
premises  and  thirty  swabs  of  kitchen  utensils  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Each  swab  is  cultivated  for  two  different  times  and  tem- 
peratures, and  bacterial  counts  made.  No  official  standard 
is  laid  down  but  a utensil  is  regarded  as  satisfactory  if  the 
average  of  both  counts  is  not  more  than  100  organisms  per  utensil 
and  faecal  coliform  is  absent.  Sixteen  samples  passed  the 
unofficial  standard  and  fourteen  failed. 

Utensil  cleaning  techniques  are  constantly  under  super- 
vision.
